The N. Y. World publishes the results of =
long Interview between one of (s reporters and
the ope, from which we take the following
paesages:—

I was now presented to the Pope in the man-
ner usually observed on guch occasions, geons
flecting on one knee and kissing the Pontifi's
band. Words cannol deseribe the sweetness of
the smile which lighte up his benevolent coun-
tenance.

His Holiness epoke in hig native language,
which | imperfectly nnderstood, but thauks to
the courtesy aud lioguistic sttainments of the
eminent ecclesiastic who accompanied me, 1
am able to give your readers the opinions of
the Pope with regard to the crisis through
which the Holy See is nt present passing.

C.=18 it true that the action of the govern-
ment of Florence ioterferes with the personal
liberty of your Holiness ?

The Pope—The action of thal government
virtually serves to make me prisoner. Al-
though—(and the Pope's benlgnant smile de-

ived his remarks upon this subject of any
itternees)—although I am  not  actually
placed under lock and Key, it wonld be im-
possible for me to appear, for instance, in
the Piazza San Pletro withonut subjecting
mysgelf to contemptuous treatment on the
art of the King's troops or the misgulded revo-
ationary populace. In outward appearance,
perbapg, the troops micht in obedience to
orders evince o certain respect to me; but the
multitnde, who have been wickedly deceived,
would assoredly selze every opportonity of
Insult. My own faithful followers experience
the full extent of this deplorable animosity.
Several of my Swiss guards, who ventured to
go out Into the Plazza San Pletro, were imme-
diately arrested and conveyed to prison.

C.—Docs this animosily, then, extend to the
epiritual oflice and administratlon of your Holi-
ness ?

The Pope—Unfortunately, thereislittle reason
to doubt it. The Government of Florence,
and the revolutionary faction which urges
it forward, hope, throngh the overthrow
of the “‘temporal power,” to aim a deadly
blow at the spiritual independence of the
Head of our lluiy Church., This la clearly
enough shown by the arbitrary suppression
of the Epcyclical, and by the attemnpts to search
ersons suspected of earrying letters into the
‘atican. At present | am not allowed to com-
municate in the ordinary manner with the bish-
ops and other adherents of the faith in foreign
lande. 1 am obliged, in order to maintiin a
correspondence, to employ urusual channels of
communication.,

C.—Your Holiness is, of conrsge, aware that
the chiel representation and plea that has been
made inexcuse of the forcible oceupation of
Rome by the Italian power was that the Holy
ity and the outlylng States of the Church were
misgoverned by the ministers of your Holiness;
that the people thereof  were op-
resged, diecontented, and anxious
or emancipation and a political union with the
rest of the Italians, IIMRIE the proposition
thus plainly because of the wide currency these
reports have obtained in the United States, and
in order to solieit your Holiness to smeweril, if
it should seem fit, with as much directness as
possible,

The Pope—I will so answer it. It is not true
that the majority of the inhabitants of the city
of Rome and of the States of the Chureh were
discontented with my Government. On the
contrary, the Papal rule was aimed to be espe-
cially mild and beveficent, and was—shall I use
the term?—popular In un extraordinary
degree. As  for the plebiscite, which
was taken under the superintendence
of the luvading army, it was a deception
—nay, & mockery., There was no proper con-
trol whalever over the voting. For instance
for I will descend to some detalls which are

roiehed me, and which you can verify
by further inguiries among those who uare
personslly cogunizaot of the facts), the
Jacchino of ove hotel put five tickets Into
the urn, and many others were permit-
ted to follow his example with impunity,
while those who came at the bead of deputations
were allowed to deposit as many votes as they
chose. No lists were prepared, and no names
wereé elgned to the votlng papers. Nobody
could voile “No" without belng intimidated by
the presence of revolutlonists deeply loterested
in the election resulting in favor of the Sis.
All the wvobility and the edocated classes
voluntarily abetained from voting, as,
indeed, dld all who were devoted to
my peéréon. Oupe man who was directed to
digtribute one hundred tickets in twelve urns
only succesded In  depositing eightv-one of
them; and Padre Secchl (the renowned astro-
nomer, of whom you have heard) has ealeulated
that it would be impossible (o place in twelve
urns 41,000 tickets In the few hours during
which the poll remnined epen, A large propor-
tlon of the volers were so-called **political
exlles,” whom no one remembered to have geen
in Rome before, and who were provided gratul-
tously with rallway tickets from Fiorence and
other places in Italy,

O —Have the adberents of your Holinass'
late government generally remalned faithial ?

The Pope—I have greal reason to be gratifiad
with the condact of the vast majority. Out of
twenty-six Individuals emploved In the exche-
aw‘dcpanment. only four ook the oath of

legiance to Victor Emaunel. Agaln, ount of
580 persons employed in another depariment,
only sixty-five ok the oath; and altogether,
ﬁl of 1200 employes, no more than 100 took iL.

@ Papal Government, it may be remarked,
exacted no oath from any of s employes, ex-
cepl those who were prelates,

THE STORY OF BAZEILLES.

“‘And what followed the events of the Thure-
day n'ght, reverend father?' I asked.

‘i'be prieu made no snswer, but he looked
stralght towards me, though not at me, for his
eves scemed fixed on vacaney, and as he gaxed
tﬂe color began to fade from his face by patches
until ble cheeke and forchead were one great
stain of deadly white.

1 repeated my question,

{‘My eon," gald the father, ‘‘there are some
things which are too dreadful for anger, too
mournful for pity, which are, in short, beyond
the ntmost range of expression permitted to
human emotion. Suach a thing was that which
followed after the annonncement of Lhe capitu-
Jation of the Emperor on Thursday night, that
being the burning of Bazailles and the massucre
of its inhabitants. My outline of the barest
fncts of the atrocliy shall be of the briefest pos-
#ible kind. Let this suflice. In the midet of
the profound calm, as of death, which followed
the ceeeation of the fighting all along the
line, and while I, with others, was engaged
In an equally assldnors attention on the wound-
ed, both friend and foe, 1 was horrified, on leav-
Ing onec dwelling to pass to another on the
oppoeite side of Lhe streel, tw discover that the
whole village was rapidly becoming & mnss of
pewly-kindled flames. The thirty odd housea
which bad been burned during the stroggle for
the possession of the village had long sioce
been put ont. The fires whieh were now raging
bad been deliberately lit eince the eapitulation
of the Emperor, and the consequent cesznlion
of all resistapce on the part of the regalar
armies, to say nothing of the defenceless eivil
populations whose dwellings happened 1o lie
within the circle of strife.

“The work was]begun at night. but the morn-
ing wea reserved for its completion. House after
houge was deliberately fired. The villagore were
more beut on eaving their own lives than on
defending their property, but they were not to
be permitted to do either. In the middle of the
lane of fire formed by the two sides of the burn-
ing etreets stooed the conquerors, and as men,
women, and children rushed ehriekiog from the

flames — - O, Monsleur!” (The priest had
broken down). “‘Mouslenr, I canuot go
further.”

TWO SUICIDES,

A Fnd Ending of Two Young Lives.

Twelve weeks ago yesterday Georige Henry
Starr, age 16, son of the well-known micro-
stoplst, Alfrad A. Btarr, committed suicide at
bis parents’ residence, No. 67 Morton street, by
toking landanum. Broodiug over religions
questions had rendered bim oceaslonally Insane,
and in one of these paroxysms he ended his
life. Alfred Garoway, aged 22, a boarder at
Mr. Btarr's house, was a firm friend of young
Starr, and was wilh him on the evening pre-
vious to his death. In fact, the iriends were
on the way homse when Starr requested his
companion to wail for blm a few moments,
and going to a drug etore in Bixth avenue he
purchased, unknown to Garoway, the poi=on,
which he took a short time aller reaching
home,

The death of Btarr exercised avery depressing
effect on Garoway, who finally exhibited saymp-
toms of Insanity, and was removed to the
Bloomingdale Lunatic Asylum. After remain-
lvg there a short time, his reason appeared te
be completely restored, and he was again re-
ceived as a boarder by Mr. Starr, and had sioce
thown no marked symptoms of insanity. On
Saturday evening he secmed to be in his nsual
gpirite, and retired soon after 10v'clock. About
7 A, M., yesterday, one of the inmates of a room
adjoining that of Garoway heard sonuds of dis-
tregs proceeding from the room of the latter.
Mr, Btarr was called, and foreine the door he
found Garowany Insensible and exhibiting all the
eymptons of poisoning. Drs, O'Neal and Deni-
#on were summoned, but too late te he of any
avall, and death occurred about an hour after.
On the table near the bed was found a sheot of
paper, on which was penciled In Garoway's
clear, bold bhaud, although without slgnature,
‘Do not use the cup in which is my tooth-
brush.” . Au empty ounce vial, labelled *‘3ul-
phate of morphine,” was also on the table.

Coroner Young held an inquest over the body
last evening. Dr. Marsh made a post-morien
examination, and found that death had resulted
from tnking n large quantity of morphine, and
a verdict in accordance with the facts was ren-
dered. The deceased is said to have been of a
pleasant disposition; and, like his friend Starr,
gave promise of a life of usefuluness. He wons
employed for a short time s a reporter on the
World, but for severnl months before his death

was engaged as clerk for a relative of Mr. Starr.

PLOURENE DISAPPEARS,

It is a notable fact that Flourens, who was
prominent among the rioters before a shot was
fired, was nol seen again after the first dis-
chiarge.

ETRINGENT MEASURES,

This morning an official order has been issned
which forblds future meetings of clubs and
suppresses Lwo incendlary journals—the Combat
and the Reveil. The people generally approve
the firm stand aguainst the rioters by General
Yinoy.

THE CHANGE OF RULERS—TROCHU'S INCOMPE-
¢ TENCY.

Indeed, much satisfactlon is felt at the great
change effected In rulers during the past forty-
eight hours. A few weeks ago it would have
been regarded as treason to oppose Trochu; now
be is removed from command, i not actually
degraded. For muny daye past It had been
e¢vident that such must be ll:ia fate. All are
willing to admit his personal honesty, bravery,
and conscieutiousness; but few, If any, are will-
ivg to deny bls complete failure in the crisis
now upon the conntry, His four months’ rule
have been four months of decrees, proclama-
tions, and promiees, but not one svecessful fight,
He even failed Lo orgauize the army durlog the
four wonths, for it is now little better than an
armed mob.

VINOY'S RESPONSIDILITY.

General Vinoy is now the real eplrit of the
defense. Although, unfortunately toe late to
hope, he gets the responsibility of future events
when every chance of success is dead, It s
impoesible not to sympathize with a man who,
in bis eeventieth vewr, after o life of service to
the country, accepls such a hopeless task,

STILL FOR RESISTANCE.

Yet even now it is difficult o find o man or
woman who will boldly #ay, ‘*Let us capliulate.”
A few days since, while the usual crowd of
women was walting to receive the rations of
three bundred grammes of bread, one poor
wretch, half dead with fatigzue, cold and hun-
ger, enceinte and wasted by misery, exelaimed,
“Mon Djen! que céla finisse*" (My God! when
will this elul.;

Ehe was lmmediately surronnded by the other
glorviog and suffering wowen of the nelghbvor-
hood, who abused and bugtled her about till she
fainted on the sireet. She wus rescucd by some
men who were passlog and carried to the
ambulavce. This Hllustrates ghe moral cowardice
ol the people. Every one of these women, when
alove In thelr wretched, cold rooms, would say,
with tears io their eyes, "'Mon Dieu ! que vela
Jingsze 7 .

FOOD GOING.

During the past elx daye there has been an
Inerease of five hundred In the mortality report.
Bo far as 1ood 18 concorned, that gets scarcer
every day. The decrease In the aupgly is per-
ceptible. The Prussians may fal to shell Paris
juto submission, bul the poor, suffering people
muet soon yicld to famine—a greater geueral
than even Vom Moltke, Before three weeks
wore have passed IL is certain that the end of
the elege of Parls will have come.

Fragee to Pay Four Thousnnd Milllon Franes.

VursaiLLes, Jao, 20.—By the latest reporis
of the negotiations it appears that Bismarck de-

of peace. The capilulation will only be re-
garded as a military sct, apart from all politi-
cal pegotiations.
Another Confirmnation of the Paris Sarrender.
Loxpox, Jan. 20.—feneral Walker, of the
British army, telegraphs from Versailles at noon
to-day to the Foreign Oflice that an armistice of
twenty-one deys has been concluded on the fol-
lowing conditions: — A Constltuent Aszembly isto
be convoked, to mect immediately at Bordeanax,
AN the forte around Paris have surrendered
to the Germans to-day. The military forces
In Paris are to remain in the clty as prisoncrs
of war. All are to deliver up thelr arms except
the National Guards and one division of the
regular army. Communicatien with Parls is to
be restricted provisionally, but no obstacle is
to be offered to supplying the cliy with food.

DETAILS OF THE SURRENDER.

Oeenpation of the Ports Brana-Germnn Pre-
canution Agnlast Treachery on the Part of the
Inhobitante—The Teorms—-Dourbuki's Army
nnd Belfort Excluded from the Armistice.

VERRAILLES, Jan, 20.—The terma of capitulation
woere lnully signed yesterday aliernoon. The ocen-
pation of the forta commenced to-0ay, Valerien
Wus entored last nlght by the Prossian engineers to
draw the mines, Heavy guns will Immeaiately e
moved Into the forts, as the enceinfe 1s strongly

armed, and no conlldence CAn be
ilnced in tha fiokie population of
‘aris until after the general disarming, Strong

forees of Infantry and artillery moved forward to
cover working parties, The three weeka' armistice
expires at noon. Feb. 19, The objoct I8 to spare
further bloodshed, and to give an opportunity to
the French people, through the Assembly at Bor-
deaux, to deckde for war or peace, Blections will
be permitted in all the Doapartments, together with
the free circulation of the deputies mhrough tae
country.

The Army of Paris, rogiments of the |ine, marines,
and Mobiles, ire to be prisoners of war, with the
exception of 14,000 men, who are required to main-
tain order in Paris, All the corps of Francs-Tireurs
are to be dissolved, but the National Gaard will
remain armed.  All the forta will be finally evacu-
ated by the Freneh at 11 A, M, to-day, and will thea
be occupled by the Prassians,

The French troops will dellver their arms and
fags and feld artillery within fourteen daya, all of
which will be collocted at Sevran, French troops
may retire into Parls unarmed ; the cannons of the
forts are to be delivered up: but the enceints guns
are to be digmonnted, the carriages to be dellvered
to the Prussians, but the gasg themselves to be left,

Thus far there have been two great epochis in
the strugele between Germany and France—the
overthrow of the Second Empire by the eapitn-
lation of 8edan, and the collapse of the so-called
republie by the capitulation of Paris. The ori-
gin of the struggle, and it8 progress up to the
former event, we reviewed at length in an arti-
cle publiched on the 6th of September last. We
now resume the wonderful story at this point,and
give,in ns brief space as possible, a review of the
contest from the overthrow of the Empire to the
fall of the capital,

The Cnpltulation of Nsdan,

The final struggle between the opposing
armies In the neighborhood of Sedan took
plage on Thursday, SBeptember 1, resulting in
the complete defeat and demoralization of
Marehal MacMalon's army. The retreat of the
French upon the fortress In thelr rear became
practically a rout, and the renewal of the fizht
on the morning of the 2d was altogether out of
ihe question. Mnrehal MaeMahon having been
seriously wounded during the battle, the com-
mand devolved upon General Wimpffen, who
fully realized the critical nature of the situn-
tion. On the evenlog of Thursday Lieatenant-
Col. von Bronsart, of the Prussian staff was sent
forward by order of King Willinm, and at once
admitted into Bedan, where he was condneted
into the presence of the Emperor of the Freuch,
Napoleon Inquired the nature of his orders,
The answer was—io summon the fortress to
surrender. He was referred (o General
Wimpffen, and returped atonce to the King's
headquarters, accompanied by General Reille
who bore to the King a leiter from the Em-
peror, commencing with the words, “*Not
bhaviog been able to die at the head of my
troops, I lay down my sword before your Ma-
jesty,"” and concluding by leaving everything to
the discretion of the congueror.

On the following day the terms of esurrender
were [ully discussed and finally agreed upon be-
tween General Whopffen and General von
Moltke, the Chief of the 'russlan general staff.
The entire French army surrounded in Bsdan

were, by the terms of the capliulation, declared i

prisoners of war, such of the French officers as
were willlng to avall themselves of the privilege
belng, on account of the “‘valorous defense”
mude by them, sot at lberty, with permission to
retain their urms and personnl effects. The
fortress of Sedan was surrendered Into the cu-
slody of the Prussians, and all the arms, sxeept
those belopging Lo the paroled ofiicers, aud mia-
terde! and paraphernalla of war, were turoed
over to the German commissary,

Previous to the capltulation, the Germans
had captured nearly 25,000 prisoners, 2 eagles,
and 20 guns. By the terms of capitulation they
came into possesslon of one marshal of the em-
pire, 830 geverals, 230 staff officers, 2005 line
officers, B4,433 unwounded, In addition to about
14,000 wounded soldlers, all the eagles of the
captored reglments, 70 mitrailleuses, 330 feld
gung, 150 fortress guns, and 10,000 horses. Up
to this date, the total caplures of nnwounded
soldlers aggregated about 186,000, The army
which surrendered ay Sedan ineluded four corps,
among which the total of 814453 unwounded
prisoners was distributed as follows: —1st Corps,
General Ducrot commanding, 43 400; 5th Corps,
General Goze commanding, 11,108; Tth Corps,
(eneral Felix Douay commanding, 15,0618; und
19th  Corps, General Lebrun commanding,
95,300, General Wimpffen, with his staff, was
accorded the privilege of leaving before the
capitulation was consummated, and Marshal
MacMabon lay suffering from his wound ipa
village near by,

The ““Man of Sedan” and His Fate.
On the moruing of Beptember 2, Count Bls-

wark, slarting out to meet the vanquished Em-

peror, encountered him midway between Don-
cherry and Bedan, and & lengthy Interview
eneued. The Emperor endeavored to extort
better terms for his army than had been granted,
but the wily Prussian statesman declined to dls-
cuss the purely milltary question, which was
already pending bétween General Moltke and
General Wimpffen. In his turn, however, Bis-
marck broached the question of peace,only tobe
aesured by Napoleon that, as a prisoner of war,
be was not in a position to enteriain the sub-
ject, which lay with the Government of the
Empress Regent, at Paris. The interview be-
ween Napoleon nnd Blamarck took place about
eleven o'clock in the morning, and shortly after
one o'clock in the afternoon Napoleon and King
William were brought together, by the earnest
desire of the former, but not until the articles of
eapitulation had been definitely agreed upon
and signed. Many versions of this famous meel-
ing bave been published, but the only one on
which implicit reliance can be placed s that
contained in King Willlam's letter to Queen Au-
gusta, dated September 3, in these words:—
""The interview lasted fifteen minutes, We were
both deeply moved at thus meeting again, What
I felt, haviog seen Napoleon thiree years ago in
the vory summit of his power, I cannot de-
geribe,”

Wilhelmshohe, near Cassel, was assigned as
a place of residence for the eaptive Emperor by
King William, and for this place the lmperial
prisoner etaried at once, attended Ly a large
cortege, including Prince Achille Murat, The
party arrived on the evening of the 5th, and
were recelved with marks of high consideration
and all the ceremony befitting their former sta-
tione In life, There Napoleon has remained,
surrounded by the semblance of power and the
realities of luxury, employing his time mean-
while in making short excursions into the imme-
diate nelghborhiood, and Inspiring varlous
documents intended to palliate the policy of his
reign and the motives which drew him into the
dieastrous strugele with Germany. Just before
the disaster at Sedan he had parted from the
Prince Imperial, and that hapless youth had
croseed the fronter lnto Belglum, whence he
mude hie way without obstraction to England,
and was goon joined by the exiled Ewpress at
Hastlngs,

The Hepublle Procinimed nnd Innngarnted In
Purin,

The capitulation of Sedan and the surrender
of Napoleon were aceepted by all France as the
virtnal and actual overthrow of the Empire.
The newe of the disaster reached Paris on the
afternoon of Saturday, September 3. and the
capital was plunged into indescribable excite-
ment. Vast crowds surged through the streets
during the evening and througnout the night,
demandivg the declheance, or formal deposition
of the Bonaparte dynasty, and the proclamation
of the Republic. A session of the Corps Legls-
latif was held In the evening, but Count de
Pallkao's ministry was able to ecarry an ad-
journment until the following afternoon, with-
out any action whatever belng taken.

The Senate and Corps Legislatif were con-
vesed on Sunday, shortly after noon. In the
former body, which was made up almost en-
tirely of the mere creatures of the dynasty,
there was a disposition to still eling to the em-
pire, and the ery of * Vive ' Emperenr!” started
by M, Rouber, the President, found a ready
responge, HBut the Sonate was oppressed with a
eense of its helplessness, and soon adjourned to
awail the actlon of Lthe Corps Legislatif.

The latter body remained in session abont
three houre, the proceedings being characterized
by the greatest confusion and uproar. The
etreels surrounding the place of mestlng were
densely crowded with people, who clamored for
the decheance and the proclamation of the Re-
public. M. Thiers made an effort to secure the
selection of a commitiee of five by the Legisla-
tive Body, to be charged with the government
and defense of the nation until a Constituent
Asgembly counid be convened. Bat the pro-
nounced Republicans, under the leadership of
Jules Favre and Leon Gambelts, saw thelr
opportunity and fully answered the popular
clamor by making the most of it. Eventually
the mob made i way inlo the chamber,
the  adherents of the Empire withdrew,
and the decheance was proclaimed by the
Republican deputies, who, headed by Favre and
Gambetts, hurried from the Chamber to the
Hotel de Ville, where the Republic was formally
proclaimed amidst & tumult of enthuslasm. The
Republicamdeputies of Parls arrogated Lo thems
gelves the duty of saving the nation, and under
the title of the Government of National Defecnse,
assumed the direction of affaire, with the tacit
approval of the people, These deputles, eleven
in number, were the following:—Jules Favre,
JLeon Gambetta, Julesa Ferry, Emanusl Arago,
Emanuel Cremieux, Garnier-Pages, Glais-Bizoin,
Eugene Pelletan, Ernest Pleard, Henri Roche-

| fort, and Jules Bimon,

The (lovernment of Defenne.

The Government of Defense went to work
systematically, and on Monday morning the
followinr Minlstry was aonounced: — Jules
Favre, Mivlster of Forelgn Affalrs; lsaac Cre-
mleux, Minister of Justice; Leon Gam-
betta, Minlster of the [uterlor; Ernest Pleard,
Minister of Finance; Plerre Dorlan, Minisier of
Pobllie Works; Joseph Magnin, Minlster of Com-
merce and Agriculture; Jules S8imon, Minister of
Public lnstruction; Admiral Martin Fourichon,
Minister of Marine; and General Lello, Minister
of War. Count de Keratry was installed in the
important position of Prefect of Police, and
KEtienne Arago as Mayor of Parls,

General Trochu, who had been known us an
Orleanist, was acting as Mllitary Governor of
Paris ot the tlme of the overthrow of the em-
pire. The people and the army reposed the
uimost confidence In his abllity and patriotism.
There was, in fact, a universal, almost an lp-
stinctive pelief that he was the greatest soldier
in France, the one man to whom the nation
could turn for salvation. Happily, he gave in
his adhesion at the ontset Lo the Kepublican
movement, and was reminod as Governor of
Paris and nomioal President of the Government
of Defense. Gevera! Leflo did not at the out-
set aesume the functions of the War Office,
which wére discharged nominally by Admiral
Fourichon until about the 1st of October, when
they devolved upon Cremlieux, to be ultimately
aseumed, bowever, by Gawmbettn outside of
Parls, while Laello continued to exercise them
in the Caplial ieelf. Count de Kera
try soom resigned the Frefocture of Police,
to take a command In the army, the position
which he bad beld being sbolished. Etienne
Arago ulso resigued from the Mayoralty ol Paria
In o few weeks. With these ebanges, the Goye
